No Chance fo r the O ver-production 


of Peaches In the M lchlsan 


Fruit Belt. 


E d i t o r E v e n i n g N e w s : 
In your 
yesterday’s issue appeared an article 
in regard to the coming peach crop of 
1898. 
The article is very encouraging 
to everyone, with the e.\ceptlon of 
those who fear an overproduction of 
peaches 
will 
result disastrously as 
did the large crop of small fruits, ber­ 
ries, last season. 
B ut as small fruits 
may be raised inland and in fact almost 
anywhere, 
they arc not to be com­ 
pared with a peach crop th at can only 
be grown in favored localities with any 
degree of success. 


Our fruit growers all well rem em ber 
th at we had a large peach crop In the 
fall of 
and It was said th at peaches 
grew in fence corners, on rail piles and 
rag weeds. 
They w'cre cheap, a few 
growers said they did not pay. 


Let us see. 
1 rem em ber of buying a 
carload here for a l*hlladelphla man, 
who had heard th at good peaches could 
be bought here for 50 cents per bushel. 
W e started In to till the car with good 
fair peaches, but we found othe»* men 
here, also after f)0 cent peaches. 
The 
result was the car cost an av *rage of 05 
cents per bushel for only a good sized 
grade. 
Buyers were here from .Mlnne- 
opolis, Boston and other iK)lnts both 
east and west, after peaches. 


W hen peaches go below 75 cents we 
may expect buyers from faraw ay points 
for a t these prices they may be laid 
down on distant m arkets at a nominal 
price to the consumer. 


in referring to some of our M ichigan 
varieties R. M orrill has said they are 
grow’n as cheaply as a potato crop, 
bushel for bushel. 
If this be true, 
which 1 believe is, the outlook for the 
coming season is encouraging both for 
tree and plant fruit. 
The outlook for 
straw berries is very favorable as there 
is not to exceed 50 per cent of an ordi 
nary stand throughout the country in 
new patches. 
Speaking 
with 
Chtil 
Handy, one of our large straw berry 
growers lately he says lie expccts m udi 
better prices for straw berries than we 
had last year and more clear money uer 
acre, 
in a letter I received yesterday 
from R. M. Ivellogg, the well known 
small fruit man of T hree Rivers, he 
sa>s.“ l have corresi)onùentsall over the 
west and they all tell about the havoc 
the drought played with th eir beds. 
You may expect good prices for berries 
next season.’’

THE BVBNINQ N B W S 


W e of Onster’s command were swing­ 
ing around to reopen the overland trail, 
every station of which in western K an­ 
sas had been captured by the Indians. 
We had gone into camp one night after 
a continuous ride of nearly 100 miles, 
and everybody but the sentinels was 
fast asleep, when there came riding in 
from the northwest a girl, 18 years old, 
named Mary Thompson. She was rid­ 
ing a pony w ithout saddle or bridle, 
and she was hatless and w ithout shoes. 
Most of the men had been aroused, and 
were anxious to hear her story before 
she reached the general’s tent. 
Her re­ 
port was terse and to the point. 
Ten 
miles to the northwest was a party of 
pioneers—8 wagons, 20 men and 40 
women and children. 
The camp had 
been attacked by Indians an hour be­ 
fore, and the girl had mounted her 
pony, dashed through the lines and gal­ 
loped iu search of aid. 
She had been 
followed for the first three or four miles 
by mounted Indians, but had distanced 
them. 


Custer interrogated her concerning 
the situation of the camp and the 
strength of the Indians, and, believing 
the pioneers could hold their own 
through the night, the men were order­ 
ed back to their blankets. It was about 
an 
hour before daylight when 
we 
moved, the girl riding at the head of 
the column w ith the general and two 
or three scouts, and we were w ithin 
half a mile of the camp when the dark­ 
ness faded away and gave us a view of 
the situation. Then it was a sw ift dash 
at tho hostiles, a sharp fight for ten 
minutes, and we had sent the band scur­ 
rying away. 


In and about the wagons lay six dead 
and four w’ounded men—ten dead or 
wounded women and children. 
Every 
horse and m ule was disabled, and had 
we waited a quarter of an hour longer 
the Indians would have “ rushed’* aud 
carried the camp and wiped out every 
soul. A t m idnight they had cut off two 
of the outer wagons for a moment aud 
made captive a boy 10 years old—Mary 
Thompson’s own brother. 
Her father 
aud m other were among the dead, her 
brother carried away by tho warriors 
as they fled before us. The soldiers aud 
pioneers crowded about tho girl aud 
gave her words of sympathy, and for a 
few m inutes she hid away in one of the 
wagons to bo alone w ith her grief. 
When she reappeared, her tears liad van­ 
ished, and she announced her resolu­ 
tion to make an effort to recover her 
captive brother. General Custer advised 
aud argued w ith her, but she refused to 
go back to a point of safety w ith the 
surviving pioneers. 
She did not ask to 
go w ith the command, but intended to 
depend upon herself alone. 
1 think she 
would have been forced to go away w ith 
tho pioneers had she remained w ith us 
a few m inutes longer. W hile the people 
were making ready for a start the rank 
and file learned of her determination. 
We outfitted her pony, handed her over 
a winchester rifle and a revolver aud 
plenty of amm unition, 
supplied her 
w ith food for several days, and nothing 
was lacking when she rode out of camp 
iu the direction the Indians had taken. 


Knowing that her brother Jim m ie 
would bo sent to some village among 
tho hills to bo held captive, she gave all 
her attention to dodging war parties 
and hunting out villages. On the old 
maps of Kansas there used to be a cret^k 
called Thompson creek, and it was 
named after the girl. One morning a ft­ 
er a nigh t spent iu riding over tho plains 
she entered a grove of willows and cot­ 
tonwoods on a little island iu the m id­ 
dle of the stream to lie up for the day. 


About 10 o’clock in the forenoon an 
Indian baud numbering about 20 old 
men, women aud children came along 
aud made their camp on the east bank 
of the stream aud w ithin pistol shot of 
the hiding girl. 
Among the boys she 
saw her brother for the first time. 
He 
had been clothed in Indiaii dress, but 
she identified him at once. 
He was 
among the score of lads sent across to 
the grove to cut lodge poles and fire 
wood, aud the girl planned a feat which 
the most daring scout would have hesi 
tated to attem pt. 
It was to carry the 
boy off in the face of the village, aud it 
was not her fault that she made a fail 
ure of it. 
He was one of the first to 
reach the island, and she rode boldly 
out of shelter and called him by name 
and moved toward him. Ho was so sur- 
I i lid a t sight of her that ho ran uv. ay.

There were Indians on the trail of the 
scouting party, and an hour after Mary 
had gone her way she found 13 m ount­ 
ed warriors in sight behind her. 
This 
was at 10 o’clock in the morning and 
on the open plains. She headed for the 
faraway hills to the west, and for the 
first hour piermitted the Indians to gain 
on her. 
W hen they had come w ithin 
half a mile, she set the pace to hold 
them there, and made one of the great* 
est rides recorded under like circum* 
Stances. Her horse was in prime condi­ 
tion, and the ponies were also at their 
best. The Indians knew whom they 
were after aud determined to captui'e 
her alive and unhurt. 


The race and pursuit lasted for 60 
miles, every rod of which was covered 
at a gallop. The girl was riding straight 
into the enemy’s country, and at sun­ 
down she determined to go no farther. 
As she reached the creek flowing around 
the east base of “ Thompson’s fo rt,” 
which is a hill standing by itself, she 
threw herself off her horse and took a 
long drink and then led the anim al to 
the crest of the hill. 
Fortunately for 
her there was a sink or basin at the top, 
w ith many loose rocks lying about, and 
in a short time she had doue all that a 
soldier could have accomplisiied under 
the circumstances. As the Indians came 
up they spread out to encircle the hill. 
They had run their victim to earth and 
were in no hurry to face her rifle. 


From dark to dawn the heroine was 
not disturbed, and she aherw ard related 
that she slept fairly well. 
She had a 
soldier’s canteen full of water, plenty 
of provisions and ammunition aud was 
not at all dismayed over the situation. 
When morning came, the Indians de­ 
manded her surrender, giving her much 
praise and promising to escort her to 
one of their villages unhurt. This they 
would likely have done, but she did not 
propose to become a captive while able 
to give a shot from rifle or revolver- 
Two hours were consumed by tho Indi­ 
ans in trying to negotiate a surrender, 
and then, finding the girl inflexible, 
they made their first attack. At a given 
signal the 13, who were under tho com­ 
mand of a subchief named Little Horse, 
rushed for the crest of tho hill. 
They 
gained it, but after a fight of two m in­ 
utes were driven off w ith the loss of two 
warriors killed aud one wounded. This 
last w’as the chief him self. Ho was shot 
through tho cheek and had tho tip of 
his tongue carried away, and so badly 
did this interfere w ith his speech that 
two years later he drowned himself iu 
despair; So well was the girl intrench« d 
on the crest of the hill that it was 
deemed unwise to attack her again, aud 
the band sat down to starve her out. 
For three nights and two days she held 
the fort, wounding two other Indians 
and escaping all their bullets, and then 
the Indians withdrew and left her, aud 
she went her way in peace. 


As I saw Mary Thompson when she 
first set out on her dangerous misisiun 
so did I see her when it had been con­ 
cluded. From May until November she 
scouted tho plains and dodged among 
the hills alone, her life aud liberty in 
peril, almost every hour in the 24. Tho 
village in whicli her brother was held 
captive moved many times, but she a l­ 
ways located it anew and watched for 
ner opportunity. 
It came one night 
with tho setting in of winter. 
Thero 
w’as a blizzard raging when she entered 
the village, crept from lodge to lodge 
and Ihially found her brother asleep be­ 
tween two boys. She woke hiui up and 
got him out of the lodge w ithout dis- 
turbiug the others, and once they had 
mounted her horse they set otf in the 
direction of a supply camp 00 miles dis­ 
tant. 
So severe was the storm, hewev- 
er, that alter riding teu miles tho pair 
made camp iu a ravine until tho worst 
W’as over. 
It was 80 hours before the 
storm ccascd, and the Indians soon 
started out and picked up the trail a l­ 
most as soon as the pair iiad taken 
camp. 
Tho snow lay two feet deep on 
tho level, and w ith the horse carrying 
double the race would soon have been 
run. 
Camped in a sim ilar ravine, ten 
miles to tho west, were three compa­ 
nies of the Seventh cavalry, and we 
bad just broken camp and got into the 
saddle when Mary Thompson, with her 
brother on the saddle behind her, came 
riding down upon us, w ith the yelling 
Indians only half a mile away. 


Then followed what tho eastern phi 
lanthropists have been pleased to term 
“ a cold blooded slaughter of uuariued 
Indians.” Thero were 23 in tho band, 
All were armed, but they camo over the 
ridge and down among us before they 
knew of our presence. Only three lived 
to get back to tho village.

highways aud byways are overrun with 
the plant to au enormous extent.

[od’f direction. He never changes his

, and for uncounted thousands of 
tho coral gardens and tho coral 
;tles and tho coral battlem ents go on 
up. I charge you that you will please 
and plea.so yourself if you will go in- 
the m inute examination of tho corals— 
tóolr foundations, their pinnacles, their 
aisles, their pillars, their curves, their

I recession of tho tides you n>ay in 
iO places see tho top of their Alpine 
elevations, wIjIIo olsewhero nothing but 
the deep sea soundings from tho docks of 
the Challenger, tho Porcupine and the 
Lightning of the British expedition can 
announco them. 
The ancient Gauls em ­ 
ployed tho coral to adorn their helmets 
and the hilts of swords. 
In niany lands 
It has been u^ed us amulets. 
The Algeri­ 
an reefs in one year (1873) had at work 
am id tho coral 311 vessels, with 3,150 sail­ 
ors, yielding in profit ^^.ittri.ouo, 
Ihit tho 
■ecular and worldly value of the c«jral is 
nothing us compared with tho moral and 
religious, as when, in my text, Job em ­ 
ploys it in comparison. 
I do not know 
now any ono cun examine a coral the size 
of the thum b nail w ithout bethinking 
bimself of God and worshiping him, and 
feeling thoopposi^ of the great infidel 
surgeon kxjturing to the njedlcui students 
the dissecting room upon a human eye 
hich ho held in his hand, showing its 
ondcrs of architecture and adaptation, 
hen tho idea of God Hashed upon him so 
powerfully he cried out to tho students, 
**Qentlomen, there is u God, but I hate 
b lm t" Picking up a coral, 1 feel like cry­ 
ing out, “ There is a God, and I adore 
him!** 


Ood and the ll«autifal. 


Nothing so impresses me with tho fact 
that our God loves the beautiful. The most 
|beautiful coral of the world never comes 
to hum an observation. Sunrises and sun- 
he hangs up for nations to look a t ; he 
j fcreen tho grass and round the dew 
pearl and set on fire autum nal loliage 
pinjase m ortal sight, but thoso thousands 
#m ilo8of coral achievement I think he 
os bad built for his own delight. 
In 
ose galleries he alone can walk. 
The 
áUsJo of thoso keys, played on by the fin- 
»ri uf tho wave, ho only can hear. 
Tho 
ow of that whito and the bloom of that 
^roson bo alono can see. 
Having garni- 
i^lVd this world to please tho hum an race 
Il4 lifted a glorious heaven to please the 
igelie Intelligences, 1 unt glad that he 
planted these gardens of the deep to 
himself. 
But hero and there God 
specimens of subm arine glory to be 
irought up and set before us for sub- 
contemplation. 
While I speak these 
feat nations of zoophytes, meandrinas, 
nd madrepores, with tentacles for trowel, 
building just such coral as we find in 
ur text. The diamond may bo nmre rare,

it it and (lings it asido w ith all the other 
lutiful things ho has over heard of and 
out in ecstasy of adm iration for the 
•Operior qualities of our religion, “ No 
üMOtion shall be made of coral. ” 


Takéiuy baud and wo will walk through 
tbls bower of the sea while 1 show you 
that even ex(iuisite coral is not worthy of 
bPlng compared with tho richer jewels of 
Christian soul. The first thing that 
me in looking at the coral Is Its 
continued accumulation.

You tometimet get 
discouraged because the upbuilding by the 
toul does not go on more rapidly. 
Why, 
you have all eternity to build in. The lit­ 
tle annoyances of life {{re zoophyte build­ 
ers, and tbere will bo small layer on top 
of small layer and fossilized grief on the 
top of fossilized grief. 
Grace does not go 
up rapidly in your soul, but, blessed be 
God, it goes up. 
Ten thousand million 
ages will not finish you. 
You will never 
be finished. On forever! Up forever! Out 
of the sea of earthly disquietude will grad­ 
ually rise the reefs, the islands, the con­ 
tinents, the hemispheres of grandeur and 
glory. 
Men talk as though in this life wo 
only had time to build. 
But what we 
build in this life as compared with what 
we shall build in the noxt life is as a 
striped shell to Australia. You go into an 
architect’s study and there you see the 
skctch of a temple 
tho cornerstone of 
which has not yet boon laid. 
Oh, th at I 
could have an architectural sketch of what 
you will bo after otornity has wrought 
upon you! What pillars of strength I What 
altars of supernal worship! What pinna­ 
cles thrusting their glittering spikes Into 
the sun th at never sots! You do not scold 
the corallines because they cannot build 
an island in a day. Why should you scold 
yourself because you cannot complete a 
temple of holiness for the heart in this short 
lifetime? 
You toll mo wo do not am ount 
to much now, but try us after a thousand 
million ages of halleluiah. 
Let us hear 
the angels chant for a million centuries. 
Give us an eternity with God and then see 
If we do not am ount to something. 
More 
slowly and marvelously accumulative is 
the grace in tho soul than anything I can 
think of. 
“ No mention shall be made of 
coral." 


T he V irtu e of P atience. 


Lord, help us to learn that which most 
of us are deficient in—patience! 
If thou 
canst take, through the sea anemones, m il­ 
lions of years to build ono bank of coral, 
ought we not to bo willing to do work 
through ten years or 60 years without 
complaint, without restlessness, without 
chafing of spirit? 
Patience w ith the err­ 
ing; patience that wo cannot have tho 
m illennium in a few weeks: patience with 
assault of antagonists; patience at what 
seems a slow fulfillment of Bible promises; 
patience with physical ailm ents; patience 
under delays of Providence; grand, glori­ 
ous, all enduring, all conquering patience! 
Patienco like that which my lately ascend­ 
ed friend, Dr. Abel Stevens, describes 
when writing of one of Wesley’s preachers, 
John Nelson, who, when a man had him 
put In prison by false charges and being 
for a long time tormented by his enemy, 
said, “ The Lord lifted up a standard when 
the anger was coming on like a flood, else 
I should have wrung his neck to tho 
ground and set my foot upon it.” 
P a­ 
tience like that of Pericles, the Athenian 
statesman, who, when a man pursued 
him to his own door, hurling at him epi­ 
thets and arriving there when it had be­ 
come dark, sent his servant with a torch 
to light his enemy !>ack to his home. 
Pa­ 
tience like that eulogized by tho Spanish 
proverb when it says, “ I have lost ♦^lio 
rings, but hero are tho fingers still.” 
Pa­ 
tienco! Tho sweetest sugar for tho sourest 
cup; the balance wheel for all mental and 
moral machinery; the f(X)t that treads into 
placidity stormiest lake; the bridle for 
otherw’ise rash tongues; the sublime si­ 
lence tliat <*on<iuers tho boisterous and 
blatant. Patience like that of the most il­ 
lustrious e.xamj)le of all the ages—Jesus 
Chri.«t; patient under betrayal; patient 
under the treatm ent of Pilate’s oyer and 
term iner; patient under the expectoration 
of his assailants; patient under ilageUa- 
tion; patient under the charging spears of 
the Homan cavalry; patient unto death. 
I ’nder all exasperaiions ejnj)loy it. 
What­ 
ever comes, stand it. 
Hold on, wait, bear 
up. 


ChriHtian Hope. 


Take my hand again, and wo will go o> 
little farther into this garden of tho sea, 
and we shall Und that in proportion us t!iQ 
cllnuUe Is hot the coral is wealthy. 
Draw 
two Isothermal lines at 00 degrees north 
and .south of the equator, and you find tho 
favorite honje of tho coral. Go to tho h<'t- 
test i)jirt of the Pacific seas and you find 
the finest specimens of coral. 
Coral Is a 
child of the fire. 
B ut more wonderfully 
do the heats and fires of trouble l)ring out 
tho jewels of the Christian soul. 
Those 
are not the stalw art men who jire asleep 
on the shaded lawn, but those who are 
pounding amid tho furnaces. 
I do not 
know of any other way of getting a thor­ 
ough Christian character. I will show you 
a picture. Hero are a father and a mother 
30 or 35 years of age, their family around 
them. It is .Sabhath morning. They have 
pniyers. 
They hear the children’s cate­ 
chism. 
They have prayers eveiy day of 
the week. 
They are in humble circum ­ 
stances. But, after awhile tho wheel of 
fortune turns up and the man gets his 
^¿0,000. 
Ntiw ho has prayers on Sabbath 
and every day of tho week, but be has 
droppeil the catechism. 
Tho wheel of for­ 
tune turns up again, and ho gets his |8 0 ,- 
UOU. 
Now he has prayers on Sabbath 
morning alone. 
The wheel of fortune 
iict'ps turning up, and he has |2ou,uoo, 
anil ni)W he has prayers on Sabbath morn ­ 
ing when he fcuis like it and there is no 
company. 
Tho wheel of fortune keeps on 
turning up, and he has his |3UO,OUO and 
no prayers at all. 
Four leaf clover In a 
pasture field Is not so rare as faniily pray­ 
ers In the houses of people who have more 
than $300,000. 
But now tho wheel of for­ 
tune turns down, and the man loses |duO,- 
000 out of the 1300,000. 
Now' on Sabbath 
m orning he is on a stepladder looking for 
a Bible under tho old newspapers on tho 
bookcase. 
Ho is going to have prayers. 
His affairs are more and more complicated, 
and after awhile crash goes his last dol­ 
lar. 
Now he has prayers every morning 
and ho hears his grandchildren the cate­ 
chism. 
Prosperity took him away from 
God; adversity drove him back to God. 
Hot climate to make the coral; hot and 
scalding trouble to make tho jewels of 
grace in tho soul. We all l^to trouble and 
yet it does a great deal for us. 
Vou havo 
heard perhaps of that painter who wished 
to get an expression of groat distress for 
his canvas and who had his servant lash 
a man fast and put him to great torture, 
and then tho artist caught tho look on tho 
victim ’s face and immediately transferred 
It to the canvas, Then ho said to tho serv­ 
ant, “ More torture,” and under more tor­ 
ture thero was a more thorough expression 
of pain, and tho artist said: “ Stop thero. 
Wait till I catch that expression. 
Tbere! 
Now 1 have it upon the canvas. 
L e t loose 
tbe victim. 
I have a work that will last 
forever.” “Ob," you say, “ he was an in­ 
hum an painter!” No doubt about it. Trou* 
ble is cruel and Inhuman, but he Is a great 
nter and out of our ti'ar« and blood on 
is palette he makes colors tbat never die.

for you«*' Well, it was à great encourage« 
ment to be backed up by such a good old 
minister, and it was not long before I got 
into a tight corner on Saturday night, 
w ithout any sermon, and I sent for the 
old m inister, and he came and preached, 
and it was the last sermon he ever preach­ 
ed. 
All the tears I cried at his funeral 
could not express my affection for that 
man, who was willing to help me out of 
a tight corner. 
Ah, my friends, th at is 
w hat we all w ant—somebody to help us 
out of a tight corner. You are in one now. 
How do I know it? 
I am used to judging 
of hum an countcnancos, and I see beyond 
the smile and beyond tho courageous look 
w ith which you hide your feelings from 
others. I know you are In a tight corner. 
W hat to do? 
Do as I did when I sent for 
old Dr. Scott. Do better than I did—send 
for the Lord God of Daniel, and of Joshua, 
and of every other man who got into a 
tig h t corner. “ Oh,” says some one, “ why 
cannot God develop me through prosperity 
instead of through adversity?” 
I will an­ 
swer your question by asking another. 
Why does not God dyo our northern and 
temperate seas with coral? You say, “ Tho 
w ater is not hot enough.” 
There! 
In 
answering my question you havo answer­ 
ed your own. Hot clima to for richest speci­ 
mens of coral ; hot trouble for the jewels 
of the soul. 
The coral fishers going out 
from Torre del Grecco never brought 
ashoro such fine epecimcns as are brought 
out of tho scalding surges of mlsfortuno. 
I look down into the tropical sea, and 
there is something that looks like blood, 
and I say, “ Has there been a great buttle 
down there?” Seeming blood scattered all 
and down the reefs. 
It is tho blood of tho 
coral, and it makes mo think of thoso w'ho 
comc out of great tribulation and havo 
their robes washed white in tho blood of 
the Lamb, 
But those gems of earth are 
nothing to the gems of heaven. “ No men­ 
tion shall be mado of coral,” 


Again, I take your hand, and we walk 
on through this garden of the sea and look 
more particularly than we did at tho 
beauty of the coral. 
The poets have uli 
been fascinated with it, 
Ono of them 
wrote: 
Thero, with a brond and easy motion, 


Tho fan coral sweeps through the clear deep 
sea, 


And the yellow and scarlet tufts of the ocean 
Are bent like corn on tlie upland lea. 


Coral Specimens. 


One specimen of coral is called tho den- 
drophillu because It is like a tree; another 
is called the astrara because it is like a 
star; another is called the brain coral be­ 
cause it is liko the convolutions of tho h u ­ 
m an brain; another is called fan coral 
because it is liko tho instrum ent with 
which you cool yourself on a hot day; an ­ 
other specimen Is called tho organ pipo 
coral because it resembles the king of m u­ 
sical instrum ents. 
All tho fiowers and all 
the shrubs in tho gardens of the land havo 
their correspondencies In this garden of 
the sea, 
Corallum ! 
It is a synonym for 
beauty. And yet thero is no beauty in tho 
coral compared with our religion. It gives 
physiognomic beauty. 
It does not change 
tho features. 
It does not give features 
with which tho person was not originally 
endowed, but It sets behind tho features 
of tho homeliest person a heaven that 
shines clear through. 
So that often on 
first acquaintance you said of a man, “ Ho 
is tho homeliest person I ever saw, ” when, 
after you cfimo to understand him and his 
nobility of soul shining through his coun­ 
tenance, you said, “ He is the loveliest per­ 
son I ever saw .” No one over had a home­ 
ly Christian mother. Whatever tho world 
may luivo thought of her, thero were two 
who thought well—your father, who had 
admired her for 50 years, and you, over 
whom sho bent with so nuiny tender m in­ 
istrations. 
When you think of the angels 
of God and your mother among then», sho 
outshines them all. 
Oh, that our young 
people could understand that there is noth­ 
ing that so much beautifies the hunuin 
countenance as the religion of 
Jesus 
Christ. 
It makes everything beautiful. 
Trouble beautliul. 
Sickness beautiful. 
Disappointment 
beautiful. 
Everything 
beautiful.

1 take your hand again and w alk a littlo 
farther on in this garden of tho sea and I 
notice tho durability of the work of tho 
coral. Montgomery speaks of It. He says, 
“ Frail were their forms, ephemeral their 
live.s, their masonry injperishahlo, ” Rhlz- 
optids are insects so snuill they are Invis­ 
ible, and yet they built tho Apennines and 
they planted for their own monum ent the 
Cordilleras. 
It takes is7,000,00u of them 
to make one grain. 
Corals are changing 
the navigation of tho sea, saying to the 
conunerce oi tho world, “ Take this chan­ 
nel,” “ Take that channel,” “ Avoid tho 
other channel.” 
Animalcules 
beating 
back tho A tlantic ami Pacific seas. 
If the 
insects of the ocean have built a reef l,OUO 
miles long, who knows but that they niay 
yet build a reef 3,000 miles long, and thus 
that by one stone bridge Europe shall be 
united w ith this continent on one side and 
by another stone bridge Asia will bo unit­ 
ed with this continent on the other side, 
and tho tourist of the world, without the 
turn of a steam er’s wheel or the spread of 
a ship’s sail, may go all around the world, 
and thus bo fulfilled the prophecy, “ Thero 
shall bo no more sea,” 


Work Tlittt Endures. 


But the durability of the coral’s work is 
not at all to be compared with the dura­ 
bility of our w'ork for God. 
Tho coral is 
going to crumblu In the fires of the last 
day, but our work for God will endure for­ 
ever No moro discouraged man ever lived 
than Beethoven, the great musical com­ 
poser. 
Unmercifully critici.setl by Ijrothor 
artists and his music sometlnies rejected. 
Deaf for 25 years, and forced on his w’ay to 
Vienna to beg food and lodging at a very 
plain house by the roadside. 
In tho even­ 
ing tho family opened a nuisical instru­ 
ment and played and sang with great en­ 
thusiasm, and one of the numbers they 
rendered w’as so emotional that tears ra*i 
down thoir cheeks while they sang and 
played, 
Beethoven, sitting in tho room, 
too deaf to hear tho singing, was curious 
to know what was the music that so over­ 
powered them, and when they got through 
bo reached up and took the folio in his 
hand and found it was his own music— 
Beethoven’s “ Symphony in A ” —and ho 
cried out, “I wrote th at!” The household 
sat and stood abashed to find that their 
r looking guest was the great cumposer. 
ut be never left that house alive. A fever 
seized him that night, and no relief could 
be afforded, and in a few diiys be died.

I niokit bate bad some taltiit;^' 
thoven! Bis work still lives, and. la tbe 
twentieth century will be better appreciat* 
ed than it was in the nineteenth, and as 
long as there is on earth an orehestra to 
play or an oratorio to sing, Beethoven *s 
bine symphonies will be the enchantment 
ef nations. 


But you are not a composer, and you 
say that there is nothing remarkable about 
you—only a mother trying to rear your 
family for usefulness and heaven. 
Yet 
the song with which you sing your child 
to sleep will never cease its mission. 
You 
will grow old and die. That son \vill pass 
out into tho world. 
Tho song with %vhich 
you sung him to sleep last night will go 
with him while ho lives, a conscious or 
unconscious restraint and inspiration here 
and may help open to him the gate of a 
glorious and trium phant hereafter. 
Tho 
lullabies of this century will sing through 
all the centuries. 
The humblest good ac­ 
complished in time will last through eter­ 
nity. 
I sometimes get discouraged, us I 
suppose you do, at the vastness of tho 
work and at how littlo wo are doing. And 
yet, do you suppose tho rhizopod said, 
“ Thero Is no need of my working; I can­ 
not build tho Cordilleras?” 
Do you sup­ 
pose tho madrepore said, “ Thero is no 
need of my working; I cannot build tho 
Sandwich Islands?” Each ono attended to 
his own business, and thero are tho Sand­ 
wich Islands and thero tvre the Cordilleras. 
Ah, my friends, tho redemption of this 
world is a great enterprlso. 
I did not soo 
it Sturt; I will not in this world see its 
close. 
1 am only an insect us compared 
with tho great work to bo done, but yet I 
m ust do my part. Help build this eternal 
corallum I will. My parents toiled on this 
reef long before I was born. 
1 pray God 
that my children may toil on this reef long 
after I am dead. 
Insects all of us, but 
honored by God to help heave up the reef 
of light across which shall break the ocean’s 
immortal gladness I Better be insignificant 
and useful than great and idle. 
The mas­ 
todons and m egatheriums of the ourth, 
w’hat did they do but stalk their great car­ 
casses across tho land and leave their skele­ 
tons through tho strata, while the coral 
lines w’ont on heaving up the islands all 
covered with fruitage and verdure? Better 
be a coralline than u nu^stodon. 
So now 
I om trying to make ono littlo coralline. 
Tho polyp picks out of the W’avo that 
smites it carbonate of lime, and with that 
builds up its own Insectilo masonry. 
So 
out of tho wave of your tears I take tho 
salt; out of the bruise I take the blue, and 
out of your bleeding heart I take tho red, 
and out of them altogether I make this 
coral, which I pray nuiy not be di.sowned 
in tho day when God nuikes up his jewels.

Floatlns Up » River. 


It was a vexed question in 1890 
whether the Pilcomayo river, which 
flows for hundreds of miles from tbe 
Boliviuu Andes to the Paraguay, might 
be used as a commercial highway from 
Bolivia to the ocean. Our countryman, 
Captain Page, settled this question so 
conclusively that no further elfort to 
utiiizu i;he Pilcomayo is likely to be 
made, and in this work, that cost him 
his life, for ho died of his privations 
after being hemmed in for months by 
hostile Indians, he devised a plan for 
steaming ui) river when the water was 
so low that his vessel was stuck in the 
mud. Ho was determined to go still 
farther, though liis little steamer, 
which drew only 18 inches, rested on 
the river bottom, so behind the boat he 
threw up an embankment of earth clear 
across the chunnel, backed it with palm 
trunks and brushwood, and before long 
tho water had risen a couple of feet, 
and the little Bolivia was able to go on 
her way four miles before she stuck 
again. Then another dam was built, 
and this process was repeated seven 
times, and with tho aid of the dams tho 
ves.sol advanced about 85 miles above 
tho highest point she could reach at the 
natural low ^water stage.—Harper’s 
Rouiid Table.
